Dozen Brooms a Day. 


The wood and willow-ware trade ineludes a 
vast range of articles and utensils, the mere 
naming of which would take acolumn or more 
of an ordinary newspaper, and the manufac- 
ture of which constitutes one of the largest in- 
dustries of the country. Wooden-ware proper 
simply means buckets, casks, tubs, ladies, 
bread bowls and such other utensils for house 
hold use as are made of wood. while willow- 
ware includes baskets and such other articles 
as are made of willow. With the sale of these 
have become associated,by various cir- 
cumstances, cordage, rope, broome, 
wrapping-paper, paper bags, stove- polish 
and axle-grease. It is easy to see, 
at once, that the wood and willow ware trade 
is both extensive and important, for it in- 
cludes, probably, a greater number of articles 
in daily use than any other line of business. It 
is the counterpart of the hardware trade, the 
majority of the articlesin One line being made 
of iron, in the other of wood, but 
both supplying the common necessities 
of civilized life.

Axe han- 
dies, hoe handles, pick handles, shovel 
handles and all other varieties of hard wood 
handles are furnished by the Chester & Harris 
Manufacturing Company, who have the 

LARGEST AND BEST APPOINTED 
establishment of the kind in the United States. 
All the axle grease entering into the St. Louis 
wood and willow-ware trade is also, manufac- 
tured here. The Frazer Lubricator Company's 
manufactory here is as large as any 
similar establishment in the coun- 
try, and, besides this, there 
are three other manufactories, and the pro- 
duct of all the four amounts to over $300,000 
perannum. For a business s0 apparently 
small and insignificant this is a large sum, and 
shows beyond doubt that the demands on tbis 
market are from a very wide extent of coun- 


try. 

Te paper bags entering into the wood and 
willow-ware trade of this city are 
also manufactured here, the making of 
them constituting no inconsiferable industry 
by itself. There is one factory 60 by 175 feet, 
and five stories high.

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The Place of Philosophy in Science, 
Theology and Politics. 


Speculation Subservient to Faith—An Exhorta- 
tion to Adopt the Doctrine of St. 
Thomas Aquinas. 


The following is a translation of the encycli- 
cal letter addressed by Ilis Holiness Pope Leo 
XIII. to the patriarchs, primates, archbishops 
and bishops of the Catholic world in grace and 
communion with the apostolic see: 


VENERABLE BRETHREN: The Son ot the Eter- 
nal Father, who descended to earth in order to 
convey to the human race the light and salva- 
tion of divine wisdom, conferred on the world 
an immense and admirable benefit when, as He 
was on the point of reascending to heaven, He 
directed bis aposties to go ani teach all na- 
tions,’’ and left tothe peoples the church 
founded by Him as the common an su- 

reme mistress of their instruction. Man. 

n fact, who has been saved by 
the truth, ought to be preserved by the 
truth; and the truits of the ecclesiastical doc- 
tri es which have beon the safety of man would 
not have lasted long if our Lord Jesus Christ 
had no instituted a perpetual mugistrate to 
bring up mindsinthe faith. But the church, 
supported by the promises ot her Divine 
Author, animated after His example with the 
purest charity, accomplishes the orders she has 
received in such a way that the aim which she 
has always proposed to herselt, the wrincipil 
ole et of her desires,bas ever been to teach the 
doctrines of religion and to fight without ces- 
sation against error. It is toward this end 
that are directed the watchings and 
the labors of all the bishop3;, 
the decrees and ordinances enacted 
by the councils, and especialiy the daily solic- 
itvdes of the Roman Pontiffs, to whom belong, 
as successors in the primacy of Peter (the 
prince of the Apostles), the privilege and the 
duty of instructing and confirming t'eir broth- 
ers in the faith. But, as it often happens, as 
the Apostie has warned us, that tle mind of 
the fuithtul is deceived by philosophers and 
vain deceit,’’and thatfthejpurityfof the fa‘th is 
soiled inthe souls of many,the supreme pastors 
ofthe church have always regurded it as a 
duty to advance with alt their strength the 
progress of true science, and 
the same time to watch with a special 
that human science shall bo every- 
where taught only in contormity with the Ca- 
tholic faith, and especially so in the case ot 
philosophy, on which depends in a great meas- 
ure a proper appreciation of the other sciences. 
When the Christian religion was established it 
was bythe admirable light of expanded faith, 
‘*not in the persuasive words of human wis- 
dom, but in the showing of the spirit and pow- 
er, that the entire world was reconstituted in 
its primal dignity: and in the same way at the 
present time it is, above all, by the powerful 
strength of virtue and by the help of God that 
we should expect to drag back minds from the 
darkness of error. But we ought neither to de- 
epise nor to negiect the natural aids placed at 
the disposal of men by a gift of the divine wis 
dom which disposes everything with so much 
beneficence. Without contradiction, the most 
puissant ofallof them is the well-regulated 
use of philosophy. For it is not in vain that 
God has caused the light of reason to shine in 
the mind, and thet light superadded to the 
faith, so far from decreasing the vizor of the 
intelligence ,orcxtincuisbingit,onthe contrary 
renders it perfect, addstoitspower and makes 
it capable ot attaining higher objects. It is, then, 
quite in the order of divine provideuce thut, so 
as to recall the people to faith and salvation, 
recourse should be bad to the assistance of hu- 
man smence—an effectuul and wise method of 
which the most illustrious fathers of the 
church frequently made use, as the wonu- 
ments of antiquity testify. They have, in fact, 
assigned tothe reason a rote not less active 
than important, as is summarized by the great 
St. Augustine when be designates that science 
as being the thing dy whict: salutary faith is 
engendered, nourished, defended and for- 
tified. 

THE UTILITY OF PHILOSOPHY. 

Nevertheless the utility of philosophy is not 
bounded by these limits. In truth the oracles 
of divine wisdom address grave reproaches to 
the folly of those men who have not been able 
to understand Him by His visible gifts, and 
regarding the works have not recognized the 
workman. Thus, therefore, the first fruit of 
human reason—great and precious among all— 
is the demonstration it gives us of the existence 


of God, for by the magnificence and beauty of 
that which is visible and created, the Creator 
can be seen in an inteliigible manner. Reason 
sbows us likewise the singular excellence of all 
the perfections united in God and in particular 
Hisintinite wisdom,from which nothing can es- 
cape and His sovereign justice, which cannot 
be overcome by any depraved sentiment; it 
makes us understand thus that God is not only 
true, but that he is truth itself and cannot de 
ceive or be deceived. From whencc it results 
to all evidence that human reason reconciles 
faith and the fullest submission to the word of 
God. Reason alsodeciares to us that trom its 
origin evangelical doctrine was confirmed by 
miracles—certain arguments of a certain truth 
-und that consequently those who put faith in 
the gospel do not act rashly as if 
they attached their belief to specious fables, 
but submit their intelligence aud judgment to 
divine autbority by an obedience entirely con- 
formable to reason. In fine, and this is not the 
least precious reason put before us in evidence 
how the church instituted by Jesus Christ is 
(as the council of the Vatican established), by 
its adinirable growth, by its eminent holiuess, 
by its inexhaustible and universal tecundity, 
by its Catholic unity and its unalterable stabil- 
ity, a sure and perpetual incentive to belief 
aud an undeniable witness of the divinity of its 
mission. 
DUTY OF PHILOSOPRIC SCIENCE. 

It isthe duty of philosophic science religious- 
ly to sustain truths divinely revealed, and 
boldly to resist those who attack them. That 
assuredly isa glorious title of honor for phi- 
losopby, which can thus make of itself the bul- 


wark of faith and the firm stronghold of reli- 
gion. Doubtless it is true, as Clement of 
Alexandria expresses himselt, ‘‘that the Savior 
being the strength and wisdom of God. His 
doctrine is perfect of itself, and needs the aid 
of nobody. Thus Greek — — by its as 
sistance adds nothing to the power of tue truth, 
but as it shows the weakness of the arguments 
opposed to truth by the sophists, and exposes 
the ainbushes laid forit, it may be likened to 
the paling with which the vine is safeguard- 
ed. Thus, while the enemies of the Catholic 
name, in their struggles against religion, bor- 
row from philosophy the most of the weapons 
they employ, it is equally in the arsenal of phi- 
losopby that the champions of the divine sei- 
ence obtain the means of vindicating revealed 
dogmas. 

It is no slender triumph for the Christian 
faith that bostile arms, borrowed for evil oc- 
casion by the artifices of human reason,should 
be turned around by that human reason itself, 
and wielded with as much vigor and dexterity 
in the cause of truth. St. Jerome, writ 
ing to Magnus, calls to mingshat this species 
of combat was waged by the apostle ot the na- 
tions: The guide of the Christian ax nv, 
Paul, the invineible orator, detending the 
cause of Christ, skillfully utilizes in favor of 
faith an inscription encountered by chance, 
for he had learned of the true David how to 
spvatch the sword from the hands of the enemy 
and cut off the head of the arrogant Goliath 
with bis own steel.“

insists that masters in philosophy should care- 
fully apply themselves to the solntion of insi- 
dious arguments, for according to the word of 
St. Augustin, ‘‘every argument, specious, 
however, though it ma be, 
brought against the authority 
divine writings can only deccive 
by the appearance ot tbe truth, for it is 
utterly impossible that it could be really true. 

But in order that philosophy should ve in a 
state to bear those precious fraits which we 
are suggesting to your minds, above all things 
it must never diverge from the straight line 
traced of old by the holy fathers, and to which 
not long ago the council of the Vatican gave 
the solemn approval of its authority. Tuus, 


superpatural order, which cvidentiy much 
surpass the force of all created intelligence, 
let human reason in the consciousness of its 
weakness guard itself from pretensions beyond 
its power; letit never dispute or deny these 
same truths or judge them by its own ideas, or 
interpretthem according to its caprice, but 
rather let it receive them with 
an humble und sincere faith, and 
hold itselt highly honored at being 
admittea to fulfill in presenc> of these 
celestial sciences the functions of faithful and 
submissive servants and at being able by the 
grace of God to approach them in some fash- 
on. As to these points of doctrine which 
numan intelligence can grasp by its natural 
strength, it is proper to leave to philosophy in 
those matters its method, its principles and its 
arguments, provided always that it never has 
the audacity to sever itselt from divine author- 
ity. More than that, what revelation teaches 
us being certainly true, and that whichis con- 
trary tothe faith being equally contrary to 
reason, the Oatholic philosopher ought to 
know that he would violate the hts of reason 
as well as those of faith if he admitted a con- 
clusion which be knew to be contrary to re- 
vealed doctrine. 
COMBATING ERRORS AND IGNORANCE. 

There are some, we know, who, ¢xag«erat- 
ing the greatness of human faculties, pretend 
that by submitting to divine authority the in- 
telligence of mfan is deprived of its native dig- 
nity and crushed under the yoke of a kind ot 


slavery, is notably weighed down and retarded 
in its progress toward truth and its own excel- 
lence. But these assertions are tull of error 
and falseness. Their result is to lead men on

Inorder to carry 
out the work of refutation they discover the 
causes of error and expose the deficiency of 
argument on which these opinions are base, 
while to carry out the work of proof they make 
themselves aware of their reasons which kur- 
nish solid and efficacious motives of persua- 
sion. This art and its exercise necessarily ang- 
ment the resources of the iatellect, and dove op 
its faculties. Whoever denies it takes upon 
himself the absurdity of assuming that to 
distinguish the true fiom the talse is of no 
earthly good toward developing the intelli- 
gence. Itis with justice, therefore, that the 
council of the Vatican appraises in those terms 
ndvantages which faith brings to reason. 
Faith frees from error, and forearms reason 
against it, while at the same time it endows it 
with varied a * Consequently the 
man who is wise should not by any means ac 
cuse faith of being the enemy of reason and 
natural truths, but rather render to God worthy 
actions of graee, and congratulate himself 
much that among so many sources of ignor- 
ance, and in the midst of this sea of error, the 
sacred torch of taith shines before his eyes, 
and, like a benignant star, clearly pointa out 
to him through rocks and shoals tue safe course 
to the haven of truth. 


THE PRILOSOPHY OF THE CHURCH FATHERS. 

If now, venerable brethren, you go over the 
history of philosophy, Nou will find there all 
that we have said to you justifiel by exper- 
ience. Nevertheless, among the ancient 
philosophers. who bad not the giftof faith, 


they who had the reputation of being the 
wisest fell into detestable errors. Yon are 
not ignorant how many faults and absurd 
propositions they taughtfamong a certain nu 
ver of truths; how many risky and doubt 
theories on the nature of the divinity, ti» 
origin of things, the government of tie 
world, God's kuowledge ofthe future, the 
cause and the principle of evil. the end of 
man, eternal happiness, virtue and vice and 
the other points of doctrine, the true and cer- 
tain knowledge of which isa primal necessity 
to the human race. On the contrary, the doc. 
tors and tathers of the church pertectiy under- 
stand that in the designs of the divine will, He 
who was to restore human science itself was 
Christ, who is ‘‘the power of God and the wis- 
dom of God, and ‘tin Whom are hid all the 
treasures of wisdom and knowledge.’’ It is 
with this conviction that they undertook to 
serreh through the books ot the old 
philosophers and to compare their teach- 
ings to those of revelation. In that event, 
by an intelligent choice they embraced those 
of their doctmines where the justness of ex 
pression ccrresponded with the wisdom of 
thought, and asfar asthe rest went they re- 
jected those which they were not able to cor- 
rect. For in the same way as God in [lis proy- 
idence raised up martyrs heroic ant prodigal 
oftheir lives for the defense of the charch 
acainst the ciuelty oftyrints, Heopp os: d othe 
eophists and heretics men } os-essed of pro- 
found acumen who knew bow to uphoid by the 
very arms of human reason the treasures of 
revealed truths. 

F om the cradle of the church Catholic doc- 
trine encountered implacable adversaries, 
who, turning Christian dogmas and institu- 
tions into derision, affirmed that there were 
several gods, that the material world bad 
neither beginning nor cause, and that the 
couree of things was not regulated by the 
counsel of Divine Providence, but that it was 
moved by some unexplainable blind force and 
fatal necessity. In opposition to these fom«n- 
ters of insensate doctrines seasonably ruse up 
learned men, known under the name ot “‘Apol- 
Ogists,’’ who, guided bythe fuith and by 
means of arguments borrowed at need trom 
human wisdom, proved that adoration was 
due to only oneGod, endowed tothe highest 
point with all kinds of pertection; that all 
things emerged from cheos by His omnipo- 
tence; that they exist by His wisdom, and that 
by those powers and qualities they are direct- 
ed and controlled, each toward its proper end. 
In tne first rank of these apologists we find 
Justin the Martyr. After having traversed, as 
if by way of experime.t, the most celebrated 
ofthe Greek scnocls, and having been eon 
vinced, according to his own avowal, thatthe 
entire truth could only be drawn fiom tn? re- 
vealed coctrines. he devoted himseif to these 
last with all the ardor of his soul; 
he justified them against the calumnies leveled 
at them; he defended them before 
the Roman emperor with as mich vigor as 
abundance, and demonstrated the sccord 
which often existed between them and the ideas 
of the pegan ph l »ophers. At the same period 


Quadrat and Aristides, Hermias and Athena- | 
goras successfully followed in the same path. | 


That cause had a not less illustrious defeuder 
in the person of the great martyr lreutus, 
Pontiff of the Church of Lyons, who, in refat 
ing valiantly the perverse opinions brought 


from the East, by the guostie-, ind dis minated | 


by them throuvhout the whole extent of the 

empire, ‘‘exspleined at tie some tine, as St. 

Jerome says, the origin of ail tLe heresies, 

and discovered in the writings of the philoso- 

phers the sources trom which they ewanatad.’’ 
ST. THOMAS AQUINAS. 

Sut among ali the scholastic doctors there 
shines with a brilliance without parallel the 
prince and master of #ll, Thomas Aquinas, 
who, as Cajetan remarked, ‘‘from having pro- 
foundly venerated the holy doctors who pre- 


ceded him, has inherited in some sort the i 

telligence of allof them.’’ Thomas gathered 
up their doctrines as ifthey were the scattered 
members oi the sane body. He rennited them, 
clessified them in admira le 
bellished them in such a way that 
regarded as the honor and the special 
deiender of the church. Of an elastic 
and powerful mind, of a ready and reliable 
memory, ot peifect integrity of morals. he 
having no affection except the love ot truth, 
rich in divine and hum:in knowledge, and 
justly compa ed tothe sun, he irradiated the 
earth by the brilliancy ot his virtues and filled 
it with the splendor of his doctrine. There is 
no part of philosophy that he has not treated 
with as much depth as penetration. The laws 
of reasoning, God and the incorporate objects, 
man and the other sensible creatures, the acts 
of man and their principles, were made 
turn the objett of the thesis which he sustain- 
ed and in which nothing was wanting. Neither 
the plentiful harvest of researches, nor the 
harmonious arrangement of parts; neither 
the excellence of the method, nor the solidity 
of the principles. nor the force ot the argu- 
ments; neither the clearness of style, nor the 
propriety of expression, 
solving the most obscure points. Let us add 
to this that the angelic doctor hws considered 
the philosophic cenclusions in the reasons and 
éven the principles of things, which, froma their 
mognitude and the numberless truths which 
they contained in germ, turnished to the mas- 
ters of ages to come an ample matter for fruit 
ful developr ents which may be produced 
in their time. In making use, as he 
did, of the same proceeding in 
ecmbating errors, the great doctor arrived at 
this double resuit—that he repulsed with his 
own hand allthe errors of anterior times, and 
furnished invincible arms torthe dissipation of 
tr ose which will nut cease to surge up in the 
future. Nay. more; at the same time that he 
diaws the perfect distinction between the rea- 
son and the taith he unites both in the bonis of 
a mutual amity. He preserves thus its rights to 
each ot them. He guards their dignity ,so that 
reason, borne on the wings of Thomas up tothe 
limit of human ngture, can scsrcely mount 
higher, and faith can hardly hope to obtain 
from reason amore powerful, a more ample, 
assistance than that furnished toit ty Thomas. 
Therefereitisthatthere bave been seen (es 
pecially in recent centuries) very learned men 
of great renown, both in theology and pnhilos- 
Ophy, after having searched with an incredible 
avidity through tbe immortal works of the 
great doctor, giving themselves over, we do

As the social- 
ists, that, obeying in this respect the ee 
of the Holy Father, lay down at each stage in 


anthropology that the only understanding can 


only elevate itself by tangible things to the 
knowledge of the incorporal ard immaterial, 
they themselves admitted the great utility 
tor philosophy attentively to sound the 
secrets of nature, and to employ a lengthened 
period in the assiduous study of physical 
science. 

This, in short, is what St. Thomas and other 
princes ofthe schools did. They did not per- 
mit themselves te be so completely absorbed 
in philosophie contemplation as to prevent 
them from devoting great care to the acquaire- 
ment of a knowledge of the processes of nature. 
Moreover, in this — 7 there is more than 
one of their arma s and principies which 
are approved by living masters who recognize 
the justness oftheir appreciation. Besides, in 
our own epoch several doctors ot physical 
science, men of great renown, publicly testify 
that between certain conclusions modern 
physics and the philosophic principles of the 
—— there exists in reality not an atom of 
contradiction.

THE GOTHENBERG EXPERIMENT. 


Diminishing the Evils of Drink by a 
Rational Restriction. 

(Mr. T. Major Lester in the Liverpool Courier. } 
We were out early and late, we traversed 
all and every part of the various towns and 
docks’ sides and bye streets. We visited the 
three classes of ‘public-houses and the various 
grades of cafes and garden cafes on Sunday 
evening as on Monday, and the conclusion 
forced upon us was that there was either in 
the people themselves or in the system under 
which they lived, or both combined, a power- 
ful something which directed and regulated and 
moulded and made safe, while ready for the 


consumer the“ traffic in drinks.’ We discover- 


ed, ere we had scarce proposed our questions. 
that we were inspecting the honest working 
out of ‘he Gothenbeig system, and that a 
large proportion of that which had caused so 
much grateful satisfaction was the natural 
outcome. ‘The Gothenberg system is one 
(under the Sweden licensing act) in which the 
‘corporation of the town, who are responsible 
for its order, purity and well-being. give 
power to a company to become the guardian 
ol the drinking tratlic,’’ and thev, and they 
alone, as the old licensed houses one by one 
lapse, have the right or power to renew the 
license or to increase the present muimber, and 
then only under their own management, 
which management is confessed to be mild, 
vet brm. Through the company, whatever be 
the money resulis of the houses, the town 
reaps the benefit. The company, as they see 
need, open fresh public-houses or buy up old 
and not-required ones. 

In Gothenberg they have now fifteen closed 
houses, which they have purchased, and these 
will be reopened under their charge, if occa- 
sion should require. Then again, this Go- 
thenberg system has one very noticeable and 
wholesome feature, and it bespeaks the pa- 
ternal wisdom of those who dev’sed it, and 
who carry it out. The public-houses are not 
drinking-houses, but eating and drinking 
houses. Food comes first—is thrust into 
view; spirits are all kept from 
sigbt. In fact the public-houses are restau- 
rants. 

At certain times ale and beer are not sold— 
to be drunk on the premises—uniless food be 
bought also: hence a bona fide 
easily discovered. We hive gone iuto these 
houses at various hours of the day and even- 
ing, and there we have seen men of different 
occupations (thank God, no women) sitting at 
the small tables placed in various parts of the 
rot ins, drinking and eating. Drinkiny either 
coffee, beer ar porter, and then

was at the end of last summer, heroic treat- 
ment was judged appropriate. That treat- 
ment was to empty the town.

In the absence of any general shipping or spec. 
ulative demand the market during the past 
month was ineguiar and most of the time 
weak, except for manufactnring specialties, 
such as fancy bright wrappers and fine bright 
fillers, which were taken at fall prices when- 
ever offered. Owners in theéaterior, and re- 
ceivers here, however, being im- 
pressed with the belief that the grow- 
ing crop throughout the West will 
— ag avery light one, especially in our own 

tate, have steaaily resistea a decline by reject- 
ing lower bids eni by withholding offerings, 
the result of whicn is an accumulated stock on 
the Ist of the month of 8,709 hhds, the largest 
stock ever betore held in the market, which ot 
course has a depressing effect, and causes buy- 
ers to contend for lower prices. While 
most holders, as before stated, are still 
lim in their views and express confidence 
in the future, the in,pression appears to 
prevail that unless some unforeseen export de- 
mand springs up, a very large proportion 
of the stock in our market will have to be ear- 
ried over into next season, and that unless 
some misfortune such as an early frost should 
overtake the growing crop, there is not 
likely to be any material change in prices 
soon. During the past few days there bas been 
a slightly improved order demand for lugs and 
low grades leaf, causing more sales and fewer 
rejections than previously. Fair to medium 
gredes leat, however, especially shipping 
grades, continue to rule in favor of buyers. 
The condition of the New York and inferior 
markets of the country appears to be about 
the same as our own, lacking activity except 
tor special styles tor home use. Reports re- 
specting the growing crop of our State point to 
a crop not exceeding , of an average in quan- 
tity, say 7,000 to 8, 000 hhds, and very irregu- 
lar as to quality, owing to lateness of planting, 
and prevailing drouth throughout the greater 
portion of the State during the past mouth. It 
might be remarked that the receipts of our 
muaurket have been much larger than antici- 
pated, and while they re beginning to full off 
repidly, it is estimated by those in a position 
to judge that there is still remaining as much 
#s 2,000 hhds inthe interior of our State. A 
very considerable portion of this year’s re- 
ceipts, however, probably as much as one- 
fifth, was old tobacco, the growth ot 1877.

The Coopers’ Strike Coming to an 
Abrupt End. 


Adoptien of a Resolution Allowing Members to 
Resume Work. 


The Cigar Makers Preparing for a Speedy 
Termination of their Strike. 


The Coopers. 

The long struggle of the striking coopers may 
now be considered as drawing to an end. On 
the 7th day of July they resolved to ask for an 
increase of wages, and this being refused by 
their employcrs they assembled on the 10th 
day of the same month and inaugurated a 
strike. For fifty-seven days they have held 
Caily meetings at Vorwaerts Hall, corner of 
Broadway and Chambers street, and their ac- 
tions have receivea the sympathy of the work- 
inamen of the whole country. Their meetings 
have been conducted in a parliamentary man- 
ner, each member surrendering all personal 
interests and enteringinto the strike with an 
enthusiastic determination to make it benefi- 
cial to all. A large number ot 
the coopers, however, were forgetful of the 
fable of the bundle of arrows, and drifted away 
from the point where their strength had cen- 
tered, and accepted positions wherever offered 
them. Afew days ago comiittees were ap- 
pointed to visit the several shops, and it was 
ascertained by them that almost every shopin 
the city was running, and doing almost as well 
as though there was no strike in progress. 
These reports dampened the ardor of those in- 
clined to weakness, and then and there it was 
discovered there was to be a split among the 
strikers. A numberof the married coopers en 
strike were in arrearsavith their rent, and the 
desire to resume work came stronger from 
this quarter. Last Monday week 
a resolution was passed that no mango to 
work until Jaynes & Co., proprietors of one of 


the largest cooper shops in the city,had signed | 


the contract. This Mr. Jaynes has refused to 
do ever since the strike began and has kep: 
his machinery in motion without the assist- 
ance of any of his tormer employes. Seeing 
that this firm could not be coerced into an 
agreementto their demands, the strikers to- 
day rescinded this resolution, afterwards car- 
rying a motien permitting all coopers to go to 
work in any of the thir.cen shops in the city. 
The following are the proceedings at Vor- 
waerts Hall this morning: 

The meeting was called to order at 9: Mr. 
Coffey in the chair. 

Communications were received from the fol- 
lowing places, containing dooations to the 
strike: New Boston, Mo., and Trenton, III.

So many similar reports had reached the pub- 
lic ear that the announcement ot a change of 
tactics from ‘‘masterly inactivity’’ to active 
wartare was received with general incredulity. 
Still,as it was known that when Governor Phelps 
appointed the present board he had exacted 
one condition, namely, the suppression of 
gambling and the Potteries, it was at last be 
lieved that the board meant biz. For so 
many weeks, however, had the cry resounded 
„the gamblers must go' that it was no won 
der the public were incredulous. So long had 
these reports been circulated thatthe Police 
Commissioncrs were regarded asa Board of 
Great Expectations—promising mueh, per- 
forming little. 

At last, however, the Police Commis- 
sioners thought the public had been 
expecting; long enough so they began to 
act. September the first, Anno Domini
